s Message 



To the School of 2004-2005. 

It is March 18"'. 2005 and I am 
typing like crazy to meet Mr. Crowther's 
deadline. 

I write in the context of the time. 
The Spring Concert was a week ago. 
the 24-Hour Famine, the week before, 
and very soon, our students will be 
scattered around the globe. 

In a couple of weeks we'll all be 
back in Lennoxville, wishing the dregs 
of snow to melt, so we can hear the 
thud of the ruck, the whack of the well- 
hit golf ball, and the 'Ten-Shun" of 
Cadets. 

But now. I look back at all we have 
done so far. 

I try to see it all. I try to know what 
is happening. I try to catch the people 
at BCS getting it right. And I know that 
no matter how much I see. no matter 
how much I know. I miss a lot. I know 
this because every now and then I'm 
surprised by something completely 
unexpected. Mr. Dutton approached 
me the other day. "You've got to see 
this," he said as he thrust out a photo- 
copy of a page of a Physics text book.

These events were recent events, 
but I have not forgotten all the sports, 
the Players' Club, the success of 
Inscape. the work students do for their 
Duke of Edinburgh Awards, the work 
students do for each other through 
things like Carnival, Student Life and 
so on... 

I have this year insisted that you 
are what you do, and you do a lot.
